DETROIT, April 22 (AP)—The 
CIO United Auto Workers, their 
wage demands scaled down from 
a peak of 28% cents an hour, to- 
day scheduled a night negotiating 
session with General Motors Corp. 
A 30-minute afternoon confer- 
ence broke up as union leaders 
departed for a meeting of their 
international executive board in a 
downtown hotel. 

President Walter P. Reuther 
said after the brief union-man- 
agement conférence that “We are 
standing on our counter-proposal,” 
but again declined to reveal its 
terms. 

Reuther previously had an- 
nounced that what he described 
“an entirely new proposal’ 
— made to the company yester- 
ay. 

A spokesman for the union de- 
clined comment on a report in 
automotive circles that the UAW 
has dropped its 23%-cent hourly 
demand to the equivalent of 17% 
cents. 

The report arose from uncon- 
firmed speculation that such a 
counter-offer was made to the 
Chrysler Corp., which is also ne- 
gotiating with the UAW. These 
sources said the union asked 
Chrysler for an 11%-cent wage 
boost plus a six cents hourly ap- 
propriation for old-age benefits. 
After the delay in today’s dis- 
cussions speculation arose that the 
UAW’s new proposal had been 
countered by another General Mo- 
tors offer. 

The company had made two 
previous offers, the first for a 10 
cent temporary wage loost and 
the second for an 11% cent wage 
increase plus 3% cents for six 
paid annual holidays. 

Another CIO union—the United 
Rubber Workers—made an agree-

STATE SENATE FOR REQUIRING 
PUPILS TO PASS HISTORY TESTS 


JEFFERSON CITY, April 22 
(UP)—Students from the seventh 
grade through college would be 
required to pass examinations in 
American and state history under 
terms of a bill passed without 
dissent today by the Senate and 
sent to the House. 

The proposal, sponsored by 
Senators Frank L. Wilkinson 
(Dem.), Kansas City, and H. 
R. Williams (Rep.), Cassville, 
changes the present law only in 
that it requires the examinations 
on the history subjects. Under the 
present law the courses must be 
given the students. 

“IT think it is high time that we 
incorporate this bill in our law as 
a statement of declarations of 
principles,” said Senator Charles 
Madison (Rep.), Kansan City, in 
support of the measure. “It is 
time to start preaching the gospel 
of Americanism—even though we 
allow the ‘isms’ their day in 
court.”

FRE IN NITRATE 
WAREHOUSE NEW 
THREAT IN TEXAS 


Two-Hour Blaze Six Days 
After Disastrous Blast 
Causes Alarm in Shat- 
tered Port. 


TEXAS CITY, Tex., April 22 
(AP)—This city was thrown into 


excitement today when a ware- 
house containing 1000 tons of am- 
monium nitrate caught fire and 
burned for two hours. before it 
was extinguished. 

The fire broke out in the al- 
ready damaged warehouse of the 
Texas City Terminal Railway Co., 
packed with tons of the same 
chemical that six days ago, al- 
most to the minute, exploded 
aboard the French freighter 
Grandcamp. 

Almost Back to Normal. 

The city was returning to nor- 
mal today when the new danger 
occurred. The _ streets were 
jammed with traffic, stores were 
open, and the routine of life was 
gradually being restored, 

Recovery of five more bodies 
from the rubble of the industrial 
area yesterday brought the Known 
dead to 426. Roy Wade, Depart- 
ment of Public Safety official, has 
said the final figue could not be 
less than 576. 

Survivors of the Grandcamp 
were to testify today before a 
Coast Guard investigating board. 
The explosion on the Grandcamp 
touched off a series of explosions 
that sank three ships, destroyed 
the multimillion-dollar Monsanto 
Chemical Co. plant and left most 
of the city wrecked or battered. 
Announcement that survivors of 
the Grandcamp were expected to 
testify before the board was un- 
expected. All of the crew mem- 
bers have been in Galveston hos- 
pitals. Previously the board had 
indicated it would take the hear- 
ing to their bedsides. 

Second Blast Laid to Delay. 
Yesterday, Ben Lapham Jr., of 
Mission, Tex., second mate on the 
freighter High Flyer, testified that 
the explosion of that ship could 
have been averted. 

Lapham testified the ship could 
have been saved had tugs been 
ordered to its aid within the early 
hours following the original explo- 
sion of the Grandcamp. 

The High Flyer exploded early 
Thursday morning, sinking a third 
ship, the Wilson 3. Keene, 
Lapham’s testimony conflicted 
with that given by previous wit- 
nesses, who had indicated tugs had 
been brought up between 11 p.m. 
and midnight Wednesday, but too 
late to save the already flaming 
ship. 

Flare-up Over Red Cross Ends. 

Meantime there was a new 
atmosphere of co-operation at the 
city hall as Mayor J. C, Trahan 
and American Red Cross officials 
resolved their difficulties. 

Sunday in a conference with 
Gerald Wesselius, Red Cross 
executive from St. Louis, Trahan 
stated “the real relief that has 
been given to the people of Texas 
City has not come from the Red 
Cross.”

BIG FOUR DECIDE TO RETURN 
TO GERMAN TREATY ISSUES 


Consideration of Austrian Pact Abandoned, 
but Slim Hope Is Still Held for 
Compromise Agreement.

MOSCOW, April 22 (UP)—The 
Big Four Foreign Ministers to- 
night suddenly abandoned consid- 
eration of the Austrian peace 
treaty and agreed to resume con- 
sideration of “open questions” 
concerning Germany tomorrow. 
The decision came after the min- 
isters’ third secret session within 
24 hours on Austria. 

There was no immediate indi- 
cation whether the Austrian 
treaty had been abandoned for 
this conference. However, Gen. 
Mark W. Clark, one of the four 
Americans at today’s sessions, 
said: “We still may salvage some- 
ae Don’t go out on any limbs 
yet.” 

It was believed the ministers 
either have given up on Austria 
or are near an agreement on the 
treaty. If they are near agree- 
ment the Russians may have 
asked for another review of Ger- 
man issues, 

This review probably would 
center on the reparations issue, 
main point of dispute in connec- 
tion with Austria, Possibly a con- 
cession to Russia on German rep- 
arations might be linked with a 
concession to Britain and the 
United States on Austrian repara- 
tions. 

One source said it was now up 
to Prime Minister Stalin to decide 
whether there is to be an Austrian 
treaty at this time. He added that 
“a crack was left open” for an 


affirmative decision. The infor- 
mant said there was “a lot of 
backing and filling” on the ques- 
tion of German assets in Austria, 
and it had gone back to the 
Kremlin for a Russian decision at 
the top level. 


The report of some slim hope 
for an Austrian agreement fol- 
lowed the first of today’s two se- 
cret sessions. The other closed 
meeting was held last night. 

The issue now was understood 
to have boiled down to German 
assets and which of them would 
be used as reparations. Indica- 
tions were seen that the ministers 
had disposed of Yugoslavia's 
claims for part of Carinthia and 
$150,000,000 in reparations from 
Austria. 

Before the discussions on Aus- 
tria at today’s second session, the 
ministers agreed that the United 
Nations Security Council should, 
on the request of the government 
of Trieste, make available a maxi- 
mum of $5,000,000 assistance be- 
tween July and October, The de- 
cision Came on a report of a spe- 
cial financial commission which 
invesitgated the conditions at 
Trieste before the former Italian 
port was made a free territory. 

The ministers decided that 
budget, monetary ‘and tariff af- 
fairs were matters for action by 
the Trieste government which 
should handle them with a view 
of providing economic independ- 
ence of the free territory.

CHETNIKS IN ITALY HALT 
TRAIN, FREE 17 COMRADES 


ROME, April 22 (UP)—Several 
hundred followers of the late Gen. 
Draja Mihailovic stopped an Ital- 
ian train near Naples today and 
freed 17 Chetnik “criminals” who 
were being taken to jail. 

Most of the attackers were Chet- 
nik displaced persons traveling on 
another train. The prisoners’ train 
was halted and Allie@ guards were 
overpowered. The 17 men were 
then taken aboard the D.P. train, 
but when it arrived in Rome only 
one was aboard. 


ACHESON SAYS GOODS RUSSIA 
WANTS ARE UNUSABLE HERE 


WASHINGTON, April 22 (AP) 
—Under Secretary Dean Acheson 
said in reply to questions today 
the State Department is standing 


by its view that nearly $17,000,000 
in American postwar lend-lease 
supplies to Russia should be de- 
livered as promised, Senator Van- 
denberg (Rep.), Michigan, has 
suggested that these shipments 
should be held up until the Soviets 
settle their $11,000,000,000 lend- 
lease accounts, 

Acheson also told reporters at 
his preas conference that Russia 
was offered a 10 per cent discount 
on its post-war lend-lease supplies 
only after the United States had 
determined it would cost consider- 
ably more to cancel the orders 
and keep goods ready for delivery. 
He explained the supplies were 
made to Russian specifications 
and many could not be used by 
the United States. Russia was 
billed for $250,000,000 to pay for 
these goods over a 30-year period. 
Only $17,000,000 worth remains to 
be shipped. 

Asked i the State Department 
intends to take further steps to 
keep Francis McMahon, New York 
Post reporter, from being expelled 
from Spain, Acheson remarked 
that a very great difference ex- 
ists between views on a free press 
held by the United States and by 
Franco Spain. He said the 
Spanish Government has bent a 
reply which United States views 
as entirely unsatisfactory on the 
McMahon case.

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BAR ON UTILITY 
STRIKES PLANNED 


DESPITE ISSUE OF 
VALIDITY OF BILL 


Missouri House Leaders 
Doubt Pending Meas- 
ure Would Be in Class 
That Conflicts With 
Federal Law.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 22— 
Representative R. J. King Jr. of 
St. Clair, majority floor leader of 
the House, is preparing to call up 
the King-Thompson public utility 
anti-strike bill for passage either 
today or tomorrow notwithstand- 
ing that questions have been 
— as to the legality of the 

King and Speaker Thompson 
have been convinced during the 
progress of the bill in committee 
and on the floor that its legality 
would be attacked whenever an 
attempt was made to enforce its 
provisions. They undoubtedly rec- 
@gnize that a number of close 
legal questions are involved in the 
legislation. 

In many conferences the legal 
-mspects have been Aiscussed, but 

the decision has been that the 
state should enact some legisla- 
tion designed to prevent strikes 
of employes of utilities, and that 
whatever was passed would be 
attacked in the courts. They are 
familiar with the rule of law that 
any state law in conflict with an 
act of Congress must give way to 
the congressional act, but they 
have doubts this rult necessarily 
would apply to this bill. 

Conflict With Wagner Act. 

When the legislation was before 
the House Labor Committee, Clif 
Langsdale of Kansas City, attor- 
ney for the Missouri State Federa- 
tion of Labor, contended it was 
unconstitutional in that it at- 
tempted to “deny a man his ab- 
solute right to collective bargain- 
ing and to strike,” and that it 
was in conflict with the Wagner 
National Labor Relations Act. 

‘The Wagner Act. specifically 
recognizes the right of employes 
to strike. The King-Thompson 
bill specifically prohibits strikes 
by employes of public utilities, 
and provides that utility plant 
strikers cannot be re-employed 
except as new employes, meaning 
that they would lose their senior- 
ity rights. This apparently is a 
direct conflict. 

In a decision only three weeks 
ago, the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals in the Sixth Cir- 
cuit in a Michigan case involving 
the Wagner Act and a state anti- 
strike law requiring a “cooling 
off period,” said: “Where the en- 
forcement of a state statute im- 
pairs, qualifies or in any respect 
subtracts from any of the rights 
guaranteed by the National Labor 
Relations Act such provisions are 
ineffective to the extent of, such 
conflict.” 

Attorneys of the Legislative Re- 
search Bureau are engaged in the 
study of appellate’ court decisions 
which might have an effect on 
the legality of the proposed Mis- 
souri, law. They are convinced 
that the pending act would be ef- 
feciive in the case of strikes 
against utilities doing only an 
intra-state business regardless of 
any national legislation. 

There also is some thought 
among the lawyers that the fact 
that the proposed Missouri law 
affects only public utilities might 
create a distinction which would 
take it out of the category of 
conflicting statutes. Involved is 
the question of the right of Con- 
gress to enact laws which deny 
to a state the right to exercise 
the inherent police power every 
state has, that is the right to pro- 
tect the safety, health and welfare 
of the people. 

The state policy is declared in 
the first section of the proposed 
act, as follows: 

“It is hereby declared to be the 
policy of the state that heat, light, 
power, sanitation, transportation, 
communication and water are life 
essentials of the people; that the 
possibility of labor strife in utili- 
tiles operating under governmen- 
tal franchise or permit or under 
governmental ownership and con- 
trol is a threat to the welfare and 
health of the people; that utilities 
so Dperating are clothed with pub- 
lic interest, and the state's regu- 
lation of the labor rélations af- 
fecting such public utilities is nec- 
essary in the public interest.” 

Some of the lawyers point out 
that although utilities engaged in 
interstate commerce are subject 
to federal law, there is no ques- 
tion of the right of the state to 

regulate rates and service, They 
‘gay they can see no reason why 
the state has not the right to reg- 
ulate the labor relations of .such 
utilities and impose restrictions to 
insure uninterrupted service by 
them. 

Of course, they would prefer 
that the Wagner Act be aménded 
to remove any question of con- 
flict between it and a state law 
similar to the one pending, but in 
the absence of such an amend- 
ment they intend to go ahead 
with the present bill and test the 
matter in the courts when occa- 
sion arises to use the state law.

U.S. RETYUKNS ART 
AND SILVER NAZIS 
TOOK IN HUNGARY 


FRANKFURT, Germany, April 
22 (AP) — The United States 
shipped $25,000,000 worth of Nazi- 
seized Hungarian silver and art 
objects back to Budapest today in 
a new gesture of friendship. 

One hundred and twenty tons of 
silver and 370 cultural pieces were 
returned to the former enemy 


country under an agreement be- 
tween the United States State De- 
partment and a Hungarian eco- 
nomic mission. ; 

The cargo was en route to Hun- 
gary’s capital city aboard a heav- 
ily guarded i14car Army “train 
which reache@ Vienna this morn- 
ing after passing across Germany. 
It is scheduled to reach Budapest 
tonight or tomorrow. 

Lt. Gen, Clarence R. Huebner, 
Army chief of staff in Europe, 
said: 

“This will show other peoples 
that the United States is honest. 
If we have something belonging 
to other people; we return it.” 

The silver, in 66-pound ingots 
is the property of the Hungarian 
National Bank. Valued by Army 
appraisers at $4,000,000, it is the 
last of the monetary assets of 
Hungary removed to Germany 
from Budapest vaults as the Ger- 
mans fell back in southeastern 
Europe before Russia’s advancing 
armies. 

The cultural objects—paintings, 
jewelry and porcelain—are valued 
a Hungarian experts at $21,000,- 


Diplomatic quarters in Germany 
said the bullion would help to 
keep Hungary’s economy on the 
stable basis established last year 
after the wildest inflation in mod- 
ern history. This inflation ended 
when the United States returned 
en worth of gold to Buda-

(COUNSELOR'S RULING 


BAS LADUE LBRAR 


He Says Law Does Not Au- 
thorize Withdrawal of 
City From District. 


-Ladue’s attempt to avoid pay- 
ment of the 10-cent St. Louis 
county library tax by establishing 
its own library is too late, County 
Counselor Erwin F. Vetter ruled 
today. The Ladue City Council 
last night unanimously enacted an 
ordinance establishing a city li- 
brary to be supported by a tax of 
one cent on each $100 assessed 
property valuation. 

In an opinion prepared:for the 
County Court on a petition by 
Rock Hill Village to withdraw 
from the county library district, 
Vetter said, “The statutes do not 
contemplate or authorize the with- 
drawal of a city from a district 
which was legally included therein 
at the time of the establishment 
of the district.” 

The county library district was 
established in an election April 2, 
1946. 
‘ Cites Statutes. 

Citing Sections 14772 and 14767 
of the Revised Statutes of Mis- 
souri, 1939, Vetter said only a city 
or town that had a free public 
library, maintained at least in 
part by taxation, at the time the 
county library district was estab- 
lished could be excluded from the 
district. 

In an election last April 1, the 
residents of Rock Hill Village ap- 
proved a-10-cent tax to support a 


Dispatch. On the advice of the 
union shop committee, the three 
men refused to accept the change 
and the master mechanic fired 
them, Weber said.

A meeting was to be held next 
Friday with a federal conciliator 
to iron out differences on the work 
schedule, Weber § said. “Since 
March 27,” he continued, “we've 
been trying to get this before a 
eonciliator. In my li years as 
business agent, I've never seen 
such a high-handed attitude on the 
part of a company. They want a 
fight. That company will bargain 
in good faith or I'll keep the ma- 
chinists out, if I can, for 20 years.”

— the back porch.

Gen. Vandergrift Tells 
Senators It Could Re- 
duce Corps to ‘Military; 
Impotence.’

WASHINGTON, April 22 (AP)—| 
Gen. A. A. Vandegrift testified to-’ 
day that, unless the Marine Corps’ 


mission is specifically outlined in §} 


| pending armed services unification | 
legislation, the corps would be re- 
duced “to a role of military im- 
potence.” 

The Marine commandant told 
the Senate Armed Services Com- 


mittee that the corps’ functions 
“become dependent solely upon 
the arbitrary judgment of the 
Secretary of National Defense,” 
unless its actual duties are spelled } 
out, 

He said he never has opposed 
the principle of unification. The 
legislation would set up a Secre- 
tary of National Defense, with 
cabinet status, to head the armed 
services. Separate secretaries for 
the Army, Navy and Air Corps 
would head those services under 
the defense secretary. 

Army and Navy officials have 
told the committee that definitions 
of the specific duties of the indi- 
vidual service branches are not 
necessary. 

Gen. Vandegrift said, however, 
he has become “apprehensive of 
the results that may ensue unless 
those powers are more sharply de- 
fined and there is a clearer meet- 
ing of minds as to just what 
authority is vested in the Secre- 
tagy of National Defense. , 

He suggested tliat various de- 
fense and planning agencies should 


be tied together under a civilians 


executive to be named by the 
President “for better co-ordination 
of the several services.” 

The génera] said there are two 
defects in the pending bill with 
respect to the Marine Corps: 

“1. The,bill affirms the exist- 
ence of the Marine Corps with- 
out expressly outlining its 
duties; 

“2. It completely excludes the 
Marine Corps from participation 
in the joint bodies and agencies 
which the bill would establish.”

WASHINGTON, April 22 (AP) 
— Secretary of the Treasury 
Snyder urged the Senate today to 
kill the bill—passed overwhelm- 
ingly by the House—to cut income 
taxes from 30 per cent at the bot- 
tom to 10.5 per cent at the top. 


Snyder renewed the Administra- 
tion’s opposition to any tax cut 
for at least another 14 months, 
but suggested that Congress, with 
help from the Treasury, “review 
the whole tax system in anticipa- 
tion of later tax reductions.” 
Declaring that a general cut 
now is “neither necessary nor ap- 
propriate,” Snyder, the first wit- 
ness before the -Senate Finance 
Committee hearing on the House 
bill, submitted these arguments: 

(1. Employment is high, na- 
tional income is at a _ record 
peacetime level, and “under 
these favorable economic condi- 
tions present taxes do not im- 
' pose an excessive hardship on 

the American people.” 

2. “Inflationary pressures have 
not subsided ... so long as in- 
flationary pressures exist, there 
is good economic reason for 
maintaining high taxes.” 

8. The current budgetary situ- 
ation calls for the maintenance 
of existing taxes. He said there 
is ‘no clear evidence that ex- 
penditures in the next fiscal 

ear can be reduced below the 

sident’s budget figures of 
$37,500,000,000. 

4. It would be “sound finan- 
cial policy” to achieve as large 
a budget surplus as possible and 
apply it against the 258 billion 
dollar public debt. 

5. By concentrating a large 
reduction in the fndividual in- 
come tax alone, later well-bal- 
anced tax revision would be 
made more difficult “and per- 
haps impossible.”

Snyder had taken the same po- 
sition against the bill when it was 
before the House committee. 

The House bill would produce a 
cut estimated At almost four billion 

dollars a year, effective Last Jan. 
1, It would give a 30 per cent re- 
duction to an estimated 25,000,000 
persons whose income after per- 
sonal exemptions and deduction 
was $1000 or less. A 20 per cent 
reduction would affect persons 
with net taxable incomes between 
$1396 and $302,000. Those over 
$302,000 would get a 10.5 per cent 
reduction. 

Senator Lucas of Illinois, Demo- 
cratic whip and a member of the 
Finance Committee, has a substi- 
tute proposal which would delay 
any tax cut until next January 
and then bring a net $3,800,000,000- 
a-year reduction. It would remove 
an estimated 3,200,000 taxpayers 
from the rolls by raising personal 
exemptions and credit for de- 
pendents from $55 to $600 each. It 
would allow husbands and wives to 
split their income equally for tax 
purposes, and it would give an 
across-the-board reduction of 2 
ij percentage points in each surtax 
rate.

Choice of Philadelphia as host 
to its fifth GO.P. convention 
came late yesterday as the Repub- 
lican National Committee over- 
whelmingly disregarded the rec- 
ommendation of its site subcom- 
mittee which had given the prefer- 
ence to Chicago. 


The committee's action met 
with the general approval of party 
leaders here for the two-day meet- 
ing to pick a convention city and 
discuss finances for 1948. 

Herbert Brownell of New York, 
‘who was national chairman in 
Gov. Thomas E. Dewey’s 1944 pres- 
idential campaign, described Phil- 
adelphia as a “very popular 
choice.” He declined to speculate 
about the effect of the choice on 
Dewey's chances for the 1948 
nomination. 

(The United Press said that na- 
tional committeemen supporting 
Senator Taft, Ohio, for the pres- 
idential nomination wanted the 
copvention held in Chicago.) 

epresentative Brown of Ohio, 
chairman of the party's executive 
committee, said he saw no political 
significance in the choice, Brown, 
who had voted ‘for Chicago, said 
Philadelphia’s guarantee of $200,- 
000 to met expenses was “an of- 
fer that couldn't be turned down.” 

The vote for Philadelphia was 
72 to 26. It later was made unani- 
mous by resolution. 

Werner W. Schroeder, national 
committeeman from Illinois, pre- 
sented Chicago’s invitation with a 
guarantee of adequate hotel space 
and $135,000 to cover expenses, He 
said he considered the amount 
adequate in view of the fact that 
only $85,000 was needed for the 
-1944 convention in the same city. 

The principal speaker at a ban- 
quet last night was Representa- 
tive Halleck of Indiana, the House 
majority leader. He accused Pres- 
ident Truman of wanting to defer

Admires United States Automobiles. 


Looking out of the window at 
the automobiles in which the| 
newspaper men had arrived, she 
said wistfully: “You have such 
lovely motor cars.

grandson, “Fritz,” who kept danc- 
ing up and down on the window

The princess was obviously de- 
voted to this blond, lively and 
healthy looking youngster, whom 
she admiringly called “a darling 
boy.” She said he was the son 
of Henrietta, her daughter by her 
first marriage to Prince Schoe- 
naich - Carolath, and Prince 
Joachim, a grandson of the late 
Kaiser. 


Her daughter, she said, is now 
living in Bavaria in the American 
occupation zone. She said that 
she had lost two of her sons in 
the recent war, while a_ third, 
Prince Ferdinand, is now “very 
ill” in Berlin. 


Brought to City by Russians. 

The empress is now occupying 
an eight-room villa, including two 
kitchens, in this city, which at 


present is on the frontier with 
Poland. She was brought here 
by the Russians from Rossla in 
the Harz mountains, where she 
was staying with her sister, the 
Princess Stollberg, on Nov. 3, 
4945. 


Living with her in the villa are 
seven other persons, including her 
two-and-a-half-year-old grandson, 
Franz Friedrich, prince of Prussia; 
Fraulein Ursula Topf, her secre- 
tary; her chauffeur, his wife and 
two daughters; and Nina, a Rus- 
sian girl whom the Soviet author- 
ities have attached to her as in- 
terpreter and who accompanies 
her whenever she leaves the 
house. 

She said that she did not know 
why the Russians had brought 
her from the Harz mountains, and/| 
she said that the Soviet author- 
ities would not permit her to 
leave this city, although when the 
American newspapermen first 
asked to see her, Col. Yakov Kor- 
zhikov, the Russian commander 
in the city, asserted that she had 
gone to Berlin for three days. 


Reads a Great Deal. 


Of her life in Frankfurt an der 
Odor Princess Hermine said: “I 
always go for a long walk in the 
mornings. Then I read a great 
deal and am occupied with my 
grandson. There is a good mu- 
nicipal library here and I borrow 
books.” 


When a correspondent § asked 
her whether she would like to 
leave the city, she replied nerv- 
ously, with a side glance at two 
officers in the room: “Don’t ask 
me such questions, please.” She 
refused to answer another ques- 
tion as to whether she had ap- 
plied to the Russian authorities 
for permission to leave. 

The Princess said that she had 
left her estate in Silesia—Saasor 
Castle—which her first husband 
had bequeathed to her, in January, 
1945, as the Russians approached, 
and had retired to Rossla in the 
Harz mountains. The Americans

CLEVELAND, April 22—Bob Feller, Cleveland’s great 28-year-old 
righthander, pitched the ninth one-hit game of his 11-season major 
league career this afternoon as the Indians handed the Browns their 


third shutout in four 1947 American League games, 


was 5 to 0. 


Feller missed becoming the sec- 
ond pitcher to hurl three no-hit 
games when Al Zarilla, the 
Browns’ right-fielder, hit a half 
speed pitch for a single to left- 
center in the seventh inning, The 
brilliant pitcher had retired 19 
consecutive batters. before the 
safety, and the Browns’ only other 
base runner was Catcher Les 
Moss, who walked in the ninth. 

Feller, mixing fast and slow 
curves with hrs famed speed, 
struck out 10 batters, five of 
whom took the third strike with 
their bats on their shoulders. 

The Indians got nine hits off 
Bob Muncrief in seven innings 
and the big blow off the veteran 
righthander, making his first 
start, was Joe Gordon's first home 
run in a Cleveland uniform. Gor- 
don’s drive came with two men on 
base in the sixth. 

The day was cold and damp and 
the paid attendance was an- 
nounced as 3629.

made certain that he would ac- 
cept no _  substitutrons—not even 
for commas or colons. 

Exchange of Metaphors, 

After long debate, Gen. A. G. L. 
McNaughton, Canada, brought the 
futile meeting to an end by de- 
scribing it as predicated on a 
“shifting basis of sand.” Not to 
be outdone in metaphors, Gro- 
myko replied that to press him 
for a definition of his meaning 
of “inspection,” was meaningless

We have made a good job in teaching 
democracy to the Japanese.

a nation of some 75,000,000 people who 
for ages were nurtured on political au- 
thoritarian doctrines should become as 
democratic-minded as the people of the 
United States, 

If that be your thought, then the 
democratization of Japan has, of course, 
been a failure. 

‘To my mind, neither Patrick Henry, 
Samuel Adams, Thomas Paine, Thomas 
Jefferson, John Brown, Thoreau, Theo- 
dore Parker nor the Post-Dispatch could 


have turned:.out a better job of democ- . 


ratization of Japan than has Douglas 
MacArthur, 

MacArthur’s occupation of Japan, 
to my mind, has been a miracle. He 
has, without loss to the allied powers of 
one soldier, debouched armies over these 

; disarmed millions of Japanese 
soldiers; given to the people of Japan 
freedom of press and speech, within very 
liberal restrictions; emancipated millions 
of Japanese farmers from slavery; 
stamped out diseases; eradicated many 
of the evil Japanese institutions that 
have made Japan a horrible example of 
what a nation should not be; separated 
church from state; purged the Shinto 
religion of the vicious militaristic doc- 
trines it taught; and has otherwise en- 
eouraged the growth of democratic insti- 
tutions—a humane police system, an ef- 
ficient fire system, a modern educational 
system, and a free labor union miove- 
ment. He has made it possible to hold 
free elections of public servants. He has 
purged undesirables from offices and 
positions of trust. 

If we continue to follow his wise pol- 
icies, I believe it not too much to say 
that within a generation we will have 
created on these islands an oak forest 
of democracy.

‘With Crossed Fingers 


The country cannot be blamed for keeping its 
fingers crossed until a major response to Mr. 
Truman’s New York address is forthcoming. The 
President warned private enterprise that it is 
on trial. He urged the industrialists and busi- 
ness men that they must use restraint in set- 
ting prices. He urged labor to use moderation 
in wage demands. He asked for co-operation of 
farmers in maintaining our present Prosperity. 
Finally, he stressed the role the Government can 
play to the same end. 

One of the most important things the Govern- 
ment can do is to leave taxes at their present 
high level, “It is an axiom of good. economics 
and good business that, in times of great infla- 
tionary pressures,” says the President, “taxes 
should not be reduced.” Surpluses should be 
used to reduce the national debt. Yet the House 
has passed a tax reduction bill and the Senate 
seems sure to follow suit, 

Other weapons held by Uncle Sam against in- 
flation are rent control, credit control and ex- 
port controls. There are forces actively operat- 
ing to weaken these measures, and it remains to 
be seen whether they will be successful, 

In the most important United States Steel set- 
tlement, Mr. Fairless expresses the hope that the 
wage increases will not be accompanied by price 
increases. Though the CIO charges that the 
higher wage bill will still leave the corporation 
with large profits, Mr. Fairless’s statement is an 
acknowledgement of United States Steel's large 
responsibility in the economic picture. Other 
such straws are price reductions announced by 
Ford, Chrysler and International Harvester. 

There will have to be many more such straws 
before the country can gain confidence that Mr. 
Truman’s warnings are being heeded. The fact 
is that private enterprise does not usually work 
by the application of inner disciplines and re- 
straints. And, if labor has shown recently, as 
in the rubber and steel settlements, a tendency 
to moderate its demands, perhaps it is because

gress.

Mr. Truman quoted a lot of interesting figures 
yesterday, One set of figures showed an amaz- 
ingly high level of production, employment and 
national income, It seems astonishing, for ex- 
ample, that the national income is now running 
at the rate of 176 billions as against only 83 bil- 
lions in the fabulous year of 1929. There has 
also been in the period 1929 to the present an 
increase of purchasing power of 32 per cent for 
the average person. We seem on the, surface to 
be doing exceedingly well. 

But the President went on to hoist the storm 
signals. House furnishings are up 23 per cent 
above 1945; clothing prices have risen 24 per 
cent; food has gone up 31 per cent. Those are 
retail prices. Even more dangerous is the sharp 
rise sinee 1945 of wholesale prices—textiles up 
39 per cent; farm products up 40 per cent; build- 
ing materials up 51 per cent; food up 53 per 
cent. And this is accompanied by corporate 
profits 33 per cent higher in 1946 than in 1945. 

Mr. Truman properly reminded the country 
that he strongly recommended continuation of 
wartime price controls, and that the sharp rise 
has come about since they were abolished. The 
country was told by the National Association of 
Manufacturers and others that, once controls 
came off, there might be a price rise, but that 
correcting influences would soon be felt. But 
prices have continued to rise. The partisans of 
private enterprise have not seen their predic- 
tions come true. 

, * . . 

While the tone of Mr. Truman’s speech was 
not gloomily pessimistic, it is easy to see what is 
going on in his mind, namely, that if present 
strains upon the economy are not checked, we 
are courting a repetition of the 1920-21 depres- 
sion. That came about largely as a result of ex- 
cessive prices. When the debris was swept up, 
it was discovered that the national income had 
fallen 18 billions, industrial production dropped 
23 per cent, unemployment increased by more 
than 4,000,000, business failures more than dou- 
bled and farm losses were appalling. 

And after 1920-21, there was the crash of 1929 
followed by the Great Depression of the ’30s 
from which the country had not recovered when 
the war started. 

From certain aspects, the country seems high- 
ly prosperous, but it doesn’t look to us like 
wholesome, sound and lasting prosperity. It 
looks feverish and temporary. The seeds of col- 
lapse are already burgeoning. The restraint of 
industry, labor, farmers and Government are 
urgently needed, but the forces of human nature 
are likely to operate against presidential warn- 
ings. This was always a great country for self- 
ish groups to grab while the grabbing was good, 
heedless of the future. 

We shall see what we shall see. One may be 
hopeful that this time the major factors in our 
economy will exercise the needed discipline, but 
it is well to keep the fingers crossed.

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Another Lapse in Prosecution 

The Circuit Attorney’s office has produced an- 
other sample of its reluctance to do what it is 
supposed to do. Assistant Circuit Attorney 
Thomas E, Dowling ordered discharge of four 
officers of the AFL carpenters’ union in an as- 
sault case. Police had requested warrants for 
assault with intent to kill, but Dowling decided 
he didn’t have evidence to prosecute. 

What was the evidence? Police said the car- 

penters’ officers attacked pickets of the AFL la- 
borers’ union at the Sears, Roebuck store on 
Grand boulevard, March 5. According to the po- 
lice, blackjacks, clubs and hatchets were used 
in the assault. Three pickets were badly hurt 
apd one is still under medical care, This un- 
warranted attack was the result of a jurisdic- 
tional raid amounting to sheer union piracy. 
- Yet Dowling not only dropped the matter—he 
left the police detective in charge of the case 
unaware of his action, and while the assailants 
went free, the men who were hurt remain under 
bond. 


The result is plain injustice. If Dowling did 


not want to prosecute for assault with intent to 


kill, he could have issued another felony war- 


rant. He could have charged assault with intent 
to do great bodily harm, for great bodily harm 
was done to these men, Instead Dowling tried 
to pass the buck. He said he advised police to 
seek common assault warrants from the Prosecut- 
ing Attorney. This would reduce a bloody at- 
tack to the status of a simple misdemeanor. 

Circuit Attorney Griffin should resurrect this 
case and reconsider the changes he has been 
making in his staff. It is not too late for him 
to order issuance of felonious assault warrants. 
This was no minor fracas. 

As for alterations in his staff, so far Mr. Grif- 
fin has dismissed two assistants, This.new case 
of shilly-shallying in his office proves that the 
housecleaning hasn’t gone far enough. 
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For Veterans of World War II 


Why is it necessary to have a national cam- 
paign to induce veterans of World War II to 
reinstate the GI wartime life insurance which 
the Federal Government provided for them? Why 
has Mayor Kaufmann joined in the eens 
with a proclamation? 

Because a shockingly large number of Na- 
tional Service Life Insurance policies have been 
allowed to lapse and the losers, if the policies 
are not reinstated, will be the veterans and the 
families of veterans for whom this low-cost in- 
surance was established. 

The extent of the lapsing of GI policies is so 
great that the dropping of service insurance is 
the rule rather than the exception. At one time, 
19,000,000 service policies were in force. Recent 
national figures showed that only 5,599,100 poli- 
cies were being maintained by their owners. 

The seriousness of policy lapse becomes even 


more evident when seen in terms of value. It 


may be that by itself $34,249,680,000 worth 
sounds like a lot of insurance in force. But 
that sum becomes small when we know that 
$115,000,000,000 worth has been allowed to lapse. 

To make it easy for the veteran to put lapsed 
insurance back in force, Congress, by a new law 
now in effect, has extended until Aug. 1 the 
time in which former service men and women 


. may reinstate lapsed policies without physical 


examination. 

Some ex-GIs are taking advantage of this 
opportunity, but the number is not nearly large 
enough. Up to April 12, applications for re- 
instatement in the St. Louis regional area totaled 
74385 for a total of $43,474,000 worth of insur- 
ance. In the VA four-state area (Mo.-Ark.-Kan.- 
Okla.), the totals were. 22,466 applications for 
$135,453,500 worth of insurance. This is a good 
start and a good start only. 

There is no better insurance anywhere than 
this GI insurance. It has the United States Gov- 
ernment as its financial backing. Its low-cost 
term policies may be converted to any of a 
variety of standard policies ranging from ordi- 
nary life to endowment at 65. These and other 
matters are described in detail in VA Pamphlet 
9-3, issued last January. 

Snafu in VA offices may have made it diffi. 
cult for veterans to get satisfaction about poli- 
cies some months ago. Former GIs who had that 
experience should give VA another try. The of- 
fices are on their toes now in a national effort 
to make it easy for service men and women of 
World War II to get their lapsed insurance back 
in operation.

Why the IC Wreck? 


The results of the investigation which will be 
made into the wreck of the Illinois Central's 


/ “City of Miami” will be awaited with interest. 


The switch that derailed the train was protected 
with an electric locking device, according to 
W. A. Johnston, president of the road. The ICC 
had said that the electric lock would prevent 
this type of accident. But in the wreck near 
Champaign, Ill., the cause was an error in the 
signal lighting system. The lights told the en- 
gineer the switch was set for him to continue 


straight ahead, whereas it was actually set for a 


crossover to another track. 

Was the ICC wrong when it said the electric 
lock would prevent wrecks such as that of the 
“City of Miami”? How does it happen that in 
spite of a modern safety device intended to pre- 
vent just such a wreck, the wreck occurred? The 
fullest possible light should be thrown on these 
questions in the investigation report. 
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On Delegating Authority 

A survey by the St. Louis Board of Education 
shows that in six of the 14 largest American 
cities, members of the School Board are appoint- 
ed, while in the remaining eight they are elected. 
This should pretty well dispose of the charge 
made by Representative Bruno Sendlein and a 
few others that the proposal to make the St. 
Louis School Board appointive is revolutionary 
and undemocratic. 

It is universally recognized that not all the 
affairs of government can be disposed of by di- 
rect vote, and that most legislation and most 
choices to public office must be delegated to 
elected representatives of the people. 

The State Board of Education in Missouri is 
appointed by the Governor, The Board of Elec- 
tion Commissioners in St. Louis is appointed. 
The St. Louis Police Board is appointed. The 
St. Louis Circuit Court judges are appointed. No 
one charges that these things are undemocratic. 

No impartial person seriously questions that 
the present system of electing the School Board 
is working badly. The newspapers have been 
embarrassingly full of proof of the fact. 

The only real question should be the form of 
appointive system used to replace the elective 
plan. The Columbo-Murphy bill, which would 
make the board members appointive subject to 
ratification by the electorate, similar to the work- 
ing of the non-partisan court plan, is an excel- 
lent starting point. 

With the League of Women Voters, the St 
Louis Church Federation, the Patron’s Alliance 
and other groups on the job, this bill should be 
perfected without too much difficulty. 

More than 100 civic organizations have been 
invited to send representatives to a meeting at 
8 p.m. next Monday at the Kings-Way Hotel to 
help Representatives Murphy and Columbo de- 
vise the ev‘act method of appointment to be em-

The Centralia tragedy, which cost lives of 111 miners, tied in with 
political misuse of state inspection force, labor leader says; the 
shakedown for campaign funds shows need for genuine civil service 
status for inspectors; Illinois case is a warning for the whole nation.

Inspectors of the Illinois State Depart- 
ment of Mines and Minerals are political 
appointees. They get their jobs because 
they stand right with the party. They keep 
their jobs by running political errands and 


‘by gathering political contributions from 


mine owners and operators. 


The inspectors were busy soliciting funds 
from the mine owners and operators to 
help finance the campaign of the party’s 
candidate for Mayor of Chicago. 


More than 100 men died, but indications 
are that the party did as well as might 
have been expected, 


We now have the usual spectacle of a 
series of investigations. Let everyone re- 
member that all these investigations will 
not restore one single life. Let everyone 
know, too, that an evil system, the political 
spoils system, is to blame. 


The inspection of mines and the enforce- 
ment of safety regulations is neither a Re- 
publican nor a Democratic undertaking. 
For United States Senators, Governors, and 
their political colleagues to make of mine 
inspection a partisan political instrument 
is to invite disaster. 


Inspectors or Collectors? 


Let these men in high places who now 
want to find out how the fatal charge was 
ignited explain why their mine inspectors 
were busy soliciting party funds from mine 
owners rather than forcing compliance with 
safety regulations. 


If lacking excuses, let them take steps to 
see that the Illinois state service, not only 
the Department of Mines and Minerals, is 
freed from political connivery and manipu- 
lation, and is allowed to function for the 
benefit of those who go down into the 
ground to mine our coal and on behalf of 
all the rest of us who depend for our safety 
and our health on workers employed in 
public departments, 


The shooting of President Garfield by a. 


disgruntled office seeker gave us our fed- 
eral civil service system. Let the death of 
these miners*in Centralia give needed sup- 


port to civil service in Illinois, in Chicago 
and in the rest of the states and cities of 
the country. 


The daily press reported that the head of 
the inspectors “admitted his inspectors had 
solicited funds from the mine owners.” It 
is further stated that “he made no account- 
ing of the funds collected nor of the suc- 
cess of their efforts to raise money among 
downstate mine owners,” 

Let Illinois select nrine inspectors because 
they are qualified and fit and not because 
of their party regularity and their ability 
to gather campaign contributions from 
mine owners who find it cheaper to give 
to the party than to keep their mines safe. 


An Exploited Bureaucracy 


There is much evil in state and local 
government. It is brought out in bold re- 


lief by the March 25 tragedy at Centralia. 


It does not spring from the fact that the 
state has a responsibility to inspect mines 
and keep them safe or from the fact that 
it has established a department for this 
purpose which is part of our bureaucracy. 


It springs from the fact that bureaucracy 
is not allowed to function freely and effec- 
tively but is exploited by men in high pub- 
lic office who criticize bureaucracy while 
they prostitute the whole idea of govern- 
ment to their own ends. 


We honor politicians for the necessary 
tasks they perform in the political arena. 
But let them stay out of department admin- 
istration, for when they come in on a parti- 
san basis as they did in the Department 
of Mines and Minerals they corrupt not 
only the department but themselves. 


A cry to be heard throughout the land 
should go up from Centralia to put every 
state employe of Illinois under civil service 
and to free from graft the administrative 
machinery of government. Let mine in- 
spectors inspect, let enforcement agencies 
enforce, let state employes function with- 
out consideration of the partisan political 
implications of their acts. Let them de- 
vote themselves to work and not to solici- 
tation of campaign contributions.

War Allotment 


THE TIN FLUTE, by Gabrielle Roy. (Reynal & Hitchcock, 

New York.) 

First written in French by a Canadian 
woman whose experience has included 
teaching and acting as well as writing, this 
excellent novel is a story of wretched pov- 
erty. Its scene is Saint-Henri, an indus- 
trial and slum section of Montreal, crowded 
with factories, poor homes and great stone 
churches. 

It is the story of the Lacasse family. 
Rose-Anna, the mother, is one of those rare 
women whose charm does not in any way 
depend upon worldly possessions or the 
lack of them. She is married to a man less 
sturdy than herself, and although it is she 
who keeps the family together, she rarely 
encroaches upon the independent spirit of 
any other member. Their children are 
nine, and their favorite is Florentine, the 
first-born, a beautiful and fragile girl. — 

* - * 


Thig 19-year-old girl, the only member of 
the family whose employment is steady, is 
a waitress in a five-and-ten, It is inevi- 
table that she will fall in love and unlikely 
that her choice will be entirely wise. Jean 
Levesque, only a few years older, returns 
her love, but he will not allow himself to 
be caught in a life of poverty. It is Jean’s 
friend, Emmanuel Letourneau, to whom 
Florentine must turn when she requires 
help. 

In a crass way, the war brings release 
from poverty to the Lacasses. Florentine is 
able to walk from the station, where she 
has gone to see her husband off to war, 
coolly calculating the total of the allotment 
checks she and her mother will receive 
from the government for their men who 
are in the service of their country. It is 
not a pretty picture. 

In the final incident of the book Floren- 
tine rises for a brief moment above what 
she has been, when she does not allow her- 
self, because her action would hurt another, 
to do what she most wants. “Never before,” 
writes the author, “had she enjoyed the 
comfort of knowing that what she had done 
was wise and right.”

Gabrielle Roy writes with artistry and 
skill, There is not much lightness in the 
book, but there is a vast amount of human 
fortitude. The characters are real, and 
their story entirely lacks the offensive sen- 
timentality with which a less sincere author 
might have told it. The translation, by 
Hannah Josephson, is a very fine job.

A very large 
proportion of the industry is in 
Akron, Ohio. 
A great deal of talking has been 
done about how vulnerable Amer- 
fcan industry is to bombing attack, 
and particularly to atomic bomb- 
ing.

Slow Process. 


This process, however, is a very 
slow one, It cannot be counted 
on to effect the kind of dispersal 
which military men believe.essen- 
tial for: national defense.

During the war, one of the 
Monsanto Chemical Co, plants at 
Texas City supplied 25 per cent of 
the Government’s requirements 
for styrene. Styrene is the basic 
ingredient in synthetic rubber. 
After the dismal failure of the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion to stockpile rubber when war 
seemed so close, synthetic rubber 
was vital to victory and the Gov- 
ernment built huge plants. If an 
accident could knock out 25 per 
cent of our capacity, think what 
a few bombs could do. And the 
explosions im Texas City were as 
a firecracker to a six-inch gun 
when compared with an atomic 
bomb, 


They Don’t Forget. 


As the memory of the war re- 
cedes into the past, we tend to 
forget about these things, They 
are unpleasant and in these pip- 
ing times of peace they ‘have an 
unreal sound, 

The men who. directed our 
forces in the last war do not for- 
get so easily. They believe that 
if we allow our military establish- 
ment to go down as we did after 
the last war, within 10 years an 
enemy could take the strategic 
centers in this country without 
necessarily destroying them. Para- 
chutists could do the job while 
nerve centers such as New York 
and Washington would be de- 
stroyed by a few bombs. Anyway, 
the planners go on with their 
studies and Texas City is a tragic

Stalin 
accepted American aid upon 
terms so humiliating for us that 
Gen. John R. Deane, head of the 
United States military mission in 
Moscow, justifies our toleration of 
them only on the ground that if 
we had bucked, Stalin would have 
sought a new alliance with Hitler 
(“The Strange Alliance,” the Vi- 
king Press, New York, 1947). 


Blackmail by Stalin. 


Soon Moscow went farther. 
After signing the Atlantic Charter 
(no annexations) it began to claim 
territories of its allies. It demand- 
ed a vast “sphere of influence” 
and “friendly” (meaning subservi- 
ent) governments in formerly in- 
dependent little countries. When 
Roosevelt and Churchill sought to 
refuse, Stalin blackmailed them 
into acceptance. Soon we found 
ourselves acquiescing in the same 
program of Soviet expansion that 
Adolf Hitler had refused to grant 
Russia. 

Poland, which fought Hitler 
when Stalin was co-operating with 
him, was partitioned. The Balkans 
and Finland were enslaved. The

British Princess Broadcasts 
Message From Africa to 
People She May Rule. 


CAPETOWN, South africa, 
April 22 (UP)—Princess Elizabeth 
marked her coming of age yester- 
day by dedicating “my whole life” 
to the service of the British Em- 
pire in a twenty-first birthday ra- 
dio speech broadcast. 


“I declare before you all that 
my whole life, whether it be long 
or short, shall be devoted to your 
service and the service of our 
great imperial family to which we 
all belong,” said the Princess who 
may become Britain’s first reign- 
ing queen since Victoria, 

“In our time,” she said, “Brit- 
ain has saved the world first and 
now has to save itselg after the 
battle is won.”

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ANSWER—The United States is 
already experimenting with meth- 
ods of converting heat generated 
in atomic plants into usable power. 
It estimates a 75,000-kilowat 
atomic power plant could be built 
on the Atlantic seaboard for about 
$25,000,000. This would attain 
equality of operating cost with a 
bituminous coal plant when the 
price of soft coal, delivered, 
reaches $10 a ton, as against the 
present $7, The magazine “Chemi- 
cal Engineering” reports mining 
costs in England at $8 to $13; in 
the English Channel countries, $7 
to $10; and in Russia, with low 
miner productivity, perhaps $20.

split into two nearly equal pieces. 
This releases relatively huge 
amounts of energy and at the 
same time frees some more neu- 
trons. The newly freed neutrons 
can. touch off new fission of other 
atoms in the same chunk of ma- 
terial—a self-propagating chain re- 
action. Like the burning of a fire, 
this chain reaction in such a fis- 
sionable material provides the flow 
of energy man can use. 
QUESTION—What makes us 
think we can control atomic de- 
velopment? 
ANSWER — Primarily because, 
as science has now gone, it takes 
either uranium or thorium (in 
combination with uranium) to. 
provide the tnaterials from which 
man can now get atomic energy.

QUESTION — Is there’ much 
uranium or thorium to control? 

ANSWER—Both are relatively 
co on, and new deposits are be- 
ing eagerly sought. Uranium rep- 


resents four parts per million of 
the earth’s crust, 800 times as 
much as gold; thorium represents 
12 parts. Uranium used to be 
used to color pottery and glass; 
thorium, for making gas mantels. 
Uranium has been commercially 
exploited in the Belgian Congo, 
Canada, Czechoslovakia and the 
United States, and has been re- 
ported also in Argentina, Aus- 
tralia, Brazil, Bulgaria, Chile, 
China, Finland, France, Germany, 
|Greenland, India, Italy, Japan, 


Madagascar, Mexico, New Zealand, 
Norway, Philippines, Poland, Por- 
tugal, South Africa, Soviet Union, 
Sweden and Tanganyika. Mona- 
zite or other thorium ores have 
been exploited in ‘Travancore 
(India), Brazil, the United States, 
Netherlands Indies and Ceylon, 
and reported in Australia, Fin- 
land, Malaya, Norway and the 
i Soviet Union. 

| QUESTION—Is anybody besides 
the United States likely to de- 
ivelop atomic energy? 

ANSWER — Certainly. First, 
atomic development was the prod- 
uct of minds from many nations. 
Becquerel, of France, discovered 
radioactivity. Einstein, of Ger- 
many, offered the formula for 
equivalence of mass and energy— 
Energy equals Mass times the

Rutherford, a 
New Zealander, working in Eng- 
land, proposed the theory of the 
atomic nucleus. Bohr;~of Den- 
mark, devised the model of. the 
atom, Rutherford transmuted ele- 
ments in 1919; Chadwick, of Eng- 
jand, discovered the neutron, in 
1932; Curie and Joliot, in France, 
produced artificial radioactivity, 
in 1934; Fermi, in Italy, under- 
took neutron bombardment in 
1934. Uranium fission was ob- 
tained by Hahn and Strassmann, 
in Germany, in 1939; Meitner and 
Frisch, of Germany, proved the 
release of energy in large 
amounts; Bohr and Wheeler, in 
the United States, presented a 
comprehensive fission theory, and 
Bohr suggested Uranium-235 was 
the part undergoing fission. Then 
the bomb race was on.

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Ideal Habitat for Woodland Flowers 


Ozark Country Richly Endowed— 


By Leonard Hall 


N the story of any farm, 
weather looms large as a char- 
acter. Sometimes it is benign, 
but all too often it is the villain 
of the piece. Again, as in Fei- 
kema’s recent novel “This Is the 
Year,” Nature herself becomes the 
malevolent character in the plot. 
Sadly enough, much of American 
agriculture is the history of a 
struggle against Nature—of the 
effort to exploit and give nothing 
in return. This will always be a 
losing struggle, as many of the 
world’s great desert areas which 
once supported rich cultures can 
testify. But even when the farmer 
co-operates with Nature, his rela- 
tionship with the weather has al- 
ways the characteristics of a foot 
race. Thus it was a few days ago 
when we had the heaviest rain of 
the spring. Stan was working 
against time to get the studding 
cut for the garage. Perry had 
loaded the wagon with sacks of 
oats, fertilizer and grass seed and 
was heading down to the east field 
to finish the sowing. But for once 
the rain brought compensation. 
Mama and I were having lunch- 
eon when up drove a _ station 
wagon and out piled Bill and 
Gladys Bauer, loaded down with 
large cartons. They were on the 
way to Van Buren for a wild- 
flower photographing expedition 
with Ben Davis, genial host of the 
Rosecliff Hotel, and had been 
kind enough to rob their own 
garden of a dozen wild-flower 
specimens which they felt we 
might like to plant here at Possum 
Trot. How long could they stay, 
was our first question, and when 
it developed they weren't due at 
Van Buren until next morning we 
immediately decided to have a 
small wildflower expedition of our 
own. Their arrival was providen- 
tial, for we hadn't found time to 
make a serious count of the flow- 
ers and shrubs in bloom along the 
rocky bluff which overhangs Saline 
creek and here was an opportunity 
to do the job with one of Mis- 
souri’s outstanding experts. And 
although we got caught in a 
cloudburst and soaked to the skin, 
that hour spent with Bill among 
our spring blossoms was a reward- 
ing experience. 
A rocky limestone bluff shaded 
big trees, where moisture 
drips for days after every rain; 
a creek bottom with sandy soil 
that overflows from time to time; 
woodland clearings which let in 
sunlight; these are ideal habitat 
for the wildflowers, with which 
our Ozark country is so richly en- 
dowed. As with the birds, I am 
as much interested in the terrain 
favored by the various species 
as in the total count or even in 
my ability to identify every leaf 
that peeps through the brown 
mold on the woodland floor. The

graceful spice bushes with their 
aromatic yellow blossoms favor 


-the base of the bluff, while the 


very edge is lined with gooseberry 
bushes which must have escaped 
from captivity a long time ago 
and sought this location because 
here they were protected from 
grazing cattle. Here, too, over- 
hanging the bluffs’ edge, was the 
wahoo which is one of our hand- 
somest autumn shrubs with its 
crimson foliage and berries. The 
wild hydrangea is another plant 
which seeks the safety of the 
bluff, clinging in every crevice, 
although it will not bloom until 
summer, 


In the sandy loam along the 
creek and even escaping into the 
fields are great beds of bluebells, 
just coming into blossom. Blood- 
root and hepatica cover the more 
open ground atop the bluff and 
here also are found the johnny 
jump-up, rue anemone, spring 
beauty and violets in white and 
yellow and blue. Wake robin or 
purple trillium is the only one of 
the trilllums we found and the 
few in bloom seldom stood more 
than six inches high, in contrast 
to those in St. Louis county 
where many bloomed at the top 
of a 15-inch stem. But the tril- 
lium seems to have an affinity 
for ‘the trout lily or dog-toothed 
violet and the beautiful little 
Dutchman’s breeches -and all are 


generally found on a steep slope 
of fairly open ground in the 
woods. Away back at the north 
end of the farm was one bed of 
trout lilies covering perhaps a 
hundred square yards and all in 
bloom—a sight to see with their 
creamy white bells nodding.

HERE were two articles in 
T Sunday’s New York Herald- 
Tribune which were of great 
interest to me. 

One was headlined: “SOLU- 
TION OF WORLD PROBLEMS 
SEEN EASY IF SCIENTISTS 
ARE CALLED IN.” The gist of 
the article was that the troubles 
confronting the world were prob- 
lems of migration, as they had 
been in the past. Originally, mi- 
gration proceeded westward from 
somewhere around Afghanistan, 
but during the last 300 years, a 
push back has begun. 

The group that might be de- 
scribed as the remnants of the 
Celtic and Roman world first 
pushed the Turkish surge back 
into Asia, and then destroyed Ger- 
man civilization. The next step, 
according to this article, will be 
the destruction of the Slavic and 
Tartar elements in Europe, repre- 
sented by the Soviet Union, un- 
less the scientists, who see the 
human race as a whole, can be 


allowed to work out for the world. 


a state of equilibrium in which 
all can progress rapidly “to a com- 
mon level of civilization.” 

The writer, John J. O'Neill, 
seemed to consider this a possible 
achievement.

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Longevity From Vitamins a Mirage 


: Thus Far Evidence Gleaned by Outstanding Nutritionist Applies Only to Rats.

NEW YORK, April 22 

LD age seemed to be promised 
(): windfall of additional years 
taking generous quantities 

of vitamin A when Dr. Henry 
Clapp Sherman of Columbia Uni- 
versity, one of the world’s out- 
standing nutritionists, announced 


a few days ago that by doubling. 


and doubling again the amount of 
this vitamin fed to his white rats 
their life span was increased 10 
per cent. 

This extended longevity, how- 
_ever, is really a mirage. No one 
who has passed the middle-age 
period is going to add any years to 
his life in this way, nor are those 
in even the middle-age span going 
to be able to extend their years to 
any appreciable extent thus. To 
achieve the illusory’benefits they 
would have to begin life over again 
and take the additional vitamin A 
from their childhood. 

Even by beginning life over 
again and going on a vitamin A 
binge they might still find the’ in- 
creased longevity benefits illusory, 
because thus .far the evidence ap- 
plies only to rats. Although there 
is much in| common between 
human being and rats in the fun- 
nutritional processes, 
there are many important differ- 
ences. Rats, for example, get along 
without the slightest trace of vita- 
min D in their diet while this 
factor, a sister to vitamin A, is 
essential to human welfare. 

Professor Sherman has present- 
ed definite evidence that rats, 
when receiving from birth addi- 
tional supplies of vitamin A, ex- 
perience a healthier and more 
virile prime of life and middle age 
and because of this flying start 
they are able to override for a 
longer period the normal degen- 
erative — 


S in all scientific discoveries 
Prof, Sherman’s work, aided 
a grant from the nutrition 
Foundation, has implications that 
extend far beyond the particular 
vitamin. Biologists no longer vis- 
ualize vitamins achieving benefi- 
cial results through their unaided 
efforts. It has been demonstrated 
of many of the vitamins, and is 
probably true of all of them, that 
the vitamin is.entirely useless un- 
less the body receives, or is able to 
produce, another factor, a particu- 
lar-enzyme into whose pattern the 
vitamin makes a perfect fit, then 
the two must interlock into the 
surface of a protein as a base of 
operations, 
There is still another important 
aspect to this new development. 
V in A, like vitamin D, is a 
fat-soluble substance. Fatty sub- 
stances are, therefore, the normal 
carriers to these vitamins in diet- 
‘ary materials. Dr. H. W. Josephs, 
of Johns Hopkins Hospital, dem- 
onstrated that the fat globules in 
the blood stream are the carriers 


of vitamin A when it is used in the 
body’s operations. r 


Demonstration by Professor 
Sherman that large amounts of 
vitamin A are essential for robust 
health indicates the need for at- 
taining greater knowledge concern- 
ing the body’s utilization of fats. 
The American Medical Association 
directed, a few years ago, that a 
survey be made of the knowledge 
concerning the role of fats in nu- 
trition. A lengthy report was pub- 
lished in its “Journal” but it could 
be boilied down to a single sen- 
tence—we know virtually nothing 
about the essential nature of fats 
in human nutrition. The beneficial 
effects brought about by vitamin 
A indicates that fats do play an 
important role, although we know 
almost nothing about it. 


Vitamin A, however, does not play 
a single-handed role in nutrition, 
nor are Professor Sherman’s con- 
clusions concerning its usefulness 
new. He made the first announce- 
ment concerning it a dozen years 
ago and since has obtained exten- 
sive additional evidence support- 
ing it. At the time of the earlier 
report, he investigated the role of 
calcium in the diet of rats and he 
reached almost the same conclu- 
sions concerning that factor. 


Reporting his conclusions in 
“The Journal of Nutrition.” he 
stated: “The increase in the cal- 
quate diet clearly improved its 


nutritive value as judged by the 
combined criteria of growth, adult 
vitality, lowered death rates and 
increased length of life.” 

This can be compared with his 
statement on vitamin A issued a 
few days ago. “Growth and de- 
velopment are beneficially expe- 


* dited, vitality is higher and death 


rates lower for all ages; full adult 
capacity, or ‘prime of life’ is at- 
tained earlier and retained longer, 
and the life expectation is in- 
creased not only for young but 
also for adults,” 
x OR 
HESE two developments are 
T very definitely and directly as- 
sociated. Vitamin D plays the 
role of finder and user-upper of 
calcium, and ‘also of phosphorus, 
when the body requires these min- 
erals. It seems to know how to 
raid the bones for calcium to sup- 
port the teeth nutritionally if the 
body*does not assimilate adequate 
amounts of calcium for the diet. 
Vitamin A and vitamin D are 
both fat-soluble vitamins and diet 
fats that are supplied with one 
are usually supplied with | the 
other. The two appear to play 
complementary roles and their 
act is not complete without cal- 
cium, phosphorus and perhaps 
other minerals. A tiny amount 
of copper seems to be essential for 
utilization of these vitamins, par- 
ticularly D, but how it functions 
is not known. 


wA bye 


Another fat-soluble factor, Vit- 
amin E, complicates the picture. 
This substance appears to act as 
a kind of chemical police depart- 
ment for Vitamin A. One of its 
jobs in the vital mechanisms of 
the body is to protect Vitamin A 
against chemical breakdown. 


Experimental evidence indicates 
that if too great an excess of vit- 
amin is taken into the body, toxic 
effects may result and that these 
are caused not by the vitamin di- 
rectly but by its use as a fuel in- 
stead of a construction material. 


Vitamin E protects Vitamin A 
against its use as a fuel by pre- 
venting oxidation, thus preserving 
it as a construction material. It 

erforms the same service for 

itamin C, 


Vitamin E, however, has an- 
other. job in the body. It performs 
a vital service in maintaining the 
reproductive processes Mm a 
healthy state and if too much of 
it is used up in protecting Vita- 
min A and C against oxidation, 
inadequate amounts may be left 
for the tasks in tHe reproduction 
department. 


Utilization of Vitamin A, there- 
fore, inv@lves in a dfrect way the 
utilization of the other fat-soluble 
vitamins, and in a less direct way 
the benefits which the body may 
get from Vitamin A depend on 
still other vitamins. 


This is indicated by the situa- 


tion that develops in the eye. If 
the body is deficient in Vitamin 
B2, riboflavin, the blood vessels in 
the eye are seriously affected, and 
cataract, or an opaque state of the 
dens, may result, causing light to 
be cut off from the retina in the 
back of the eye where the image is 
received and transmitted to the 
brain. 

One of the chemical substances 
essential to the visual process on 
the retina is carotene, a chemical 
halfway step in the process of 
making Vitamin A, It has the 
property of acting as a chemical 
storage battery. It comes to the 
retina of the eye in a charged 
state and under the influence of 
light gives up its energy, which is 
transformed into electrical energy 
that passes over the optic nerve. 


Without Vitamin B2 to keep the 
lens clear, carotene, of the Vita- 
min A family, is prevented from 
rendering its’ full vision-producing 
service to the body. Many other 
co-operative services of the vita- 
mins throughout the body are 
known, 
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ITAMIN A, for example, seems 

to render an important service 

in maintaining in a healthy 
state many vital membranes in the 
internal organs: This is particularly 
true of the male germ-cell produc- 
ing organ. If this is not main- 
tained in a healthy state, vitamin 
E is unable to render its services 
to the reproductive processes. 

In view of the very complicated 
vitamin situation, and the equally 
complicated situations with respect 
to other food factors, it is not sur- 
prising that all the starvations of 
the investigating scientists do not 
fit perfectly into our latest theo- 
ries of nutrition. 

Typical of these new observa- 
tions are the researches by J. B. 
Orr and J. L, Gilks into two neigh- 
boring African tribes recently dis- 
cussed in “Nutrition Reviews.” 
The members of one tribe, the 
Masai, are meat eaters, their diet 
consisting largely of meat, milk 
and raw blood; the members of 
the other tribe, the Kikuyu, are 
vegetarians, and live largely on 
cereals, roots and fruits, 

An examination of the children 
of the two tribes revealed that 
among the meat eaters 2.5 per cent 
had decayed teeth, while among 
the vegetarians 13.3 per cent, or 
five times as many, were found. 
Rickets was found among 63 per 
cent of the vegetarians and it was 
almost entirely absent among the 
meat eaters. 

No differences of this magni- 
tude have been reported elsewhere 
between meat eaters and vege- 
tarians. The unusual factor in 
this case was (hat the meat eaters 
included raw blood in their diet. 
While blood is the conveyor of all 
nutritional values to the body it 
has seldom, if ever, been consid- 
ered by scientists as a possible 
dietary item.

Building Dry Wells. 

O you ever wake up in the 
D night wondering where the wa- 

ter that flows through the gut- 
ters and downspouts of your house 
eventually ends up? Well, it may 
run into the basement or it may 
turn your lawn into a miniature 
Mississippi delta. In either case 
something should be done about it. 

The best method of taking care 
of this water is to have pipe put 
down to connect the downspouts 
to the sewer or cesspool, 

If this sounds like too much 
digging the alternative is to con- 
struct a dry well. 

A nice simple type of dry well 
can be made by sinking a bottom- 
less barrel about four feet into the 
ground ‘and .several feet away 
from the foundation of the house. 
It should be located where water 
will drain away ey the founda-

tion. Fill the barrel with stones 
and place a piece of wire netting 
over the top to keep dirt from 
getting inside. Use drain tile to 
connett the downspout to the bar- 
rel. A larger dry well can be con- 
structed out of cement’ blocks. 
These blocks are relatively inex- 
pensive and can be laid either 
with or without mortar, depending 
on the type of dry well you want.

Make 
sure that window and fireplace 
screens fit snugly and solidly (but 
coach youngsters not to learn 
against them anyway).

There are outdoor chores’, too. 
Cover wells and cisterns. Fill 
holes in the yard, and remove 
stones, glass, nail-studded boards, 
ladders and garden implements. 
Coat low fences with a bright 
paint, or mark them with cloth 
strips. 

Continuing precautions will in- 
crease the odds against death or 
injury. Put containers of scald- 
ing water on back burners, and 
turn pan handles away from the 
edges of the stove. Wipe up im- 
mediately any spilled grease, wa- 
ter or bits of food. Don’t permit 
toddlers to play with marbles, 
jacks, tiny toys, peanuts or pop- 
corn. Keep them away from elec- 
tric fans, heaters and other ap- 
pliances. Instruct tree-climbing 
kids to use sound judgment and 
sound branches, 

And don’t let them dash out 
into the\street. Most traffic vic-

West opened the heart king, but 
when the guarded queen appeared 
in dummy, quickly shifted to his 
top diamond, Declarer put up the 
queen from dummy: East won 
with the ace and, without giving 
the matter a great deal of thought, 
returned his top heart. His pur 
pose was clear enough—he ex- 
pected declarer to ruff, but that 
is not what happened. South was 
delighted at the opportunity to 
establish the heart queen while 
discarding a loser from his own 
hand; he therefore threw off a 
diamond, and of course West had 
to take his heart ace. ~ 

Now the defenders were up 
against a hopeless proposition. 
For want of a better play, West 
led his remaining diamond. This 
was taken by dummy’s king and 
South then ruffed a diamond with 
a high trump. With two diamond 
tricks established in dummy, 
South now merely laid down the 
ace, king and another trump, then 
had more good tricks than, he 
needed, 

In a great many different cir- 
cumstances it is proper for a de 
fender to force declarer in 
trumps, as East attempted to do 
in this case, but East picked the 
wrong time and, conditions for his 
heart return. He might have @n- 
ticipated, without too great @ 
stretch of imagination, that 
South would not trump the heart 
return—that he would welcome 
the chance to establish the queen 
by letting West take his ace. On 
that simple analysis, East should 
have shifted to a club after win- 
ning with the diamond ace, and 
that shift would have given his | 
side one heart, two diamonds and | 
a club trick, thus defeating the 
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Menus for Wednesday.
